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Goldwater Speech 
Scheduled Tonight

• SENATOR BARRY GOLDWATER (R-Arb) will speak 
tonight in Government 1 on the topic of “Conservatism and 
Responsibility.” The event is sponsored by the- University 
Young Republican Club. 

Senator Goldwates is regarded as the leading spokesman 
of conservative political phil- 
osophy in America, and is the 
current idol of the collegiate 
conservative movement Gold- 

water’s addresses on college cam- 
puses have stirred much Interest 
and controversy. 

Senator Goldwater is the author 
of a best selling book. The Con- 
science of a Conservative, which 
has become "required reading" for 
the American conservative move- 
ment. The book is in its 14th 
printing. The Senator has also 
written a sequel to this book, Why 
Not Victory?, which will be pub- 
lished' in April.

’The Senator is very hesitant 
now to associate himself with any 
right wing groups,” said Quinn. 
"He has recently lauded National 
Review for its editorial condem- 
nation of Robert Welsh."

Quinn continued, “Goldwater has 
joined with National Review in 
urging the resignation of Robert 
Welsh as a step In making the 
Society truly effective as an op- 
ponent of Communism,"

Senator Goldwater’s address also 
elicited comments from University 
Young Democrats. Stan Gllden- 
hom, president of the YD’s, said 
that "Senator Goldwater certainly 
does not represent any predomi- 
nate political philosophy on this 
campus." 

Gildenhorn, who plans to at- 
tend the speech, feels, like the 
YR’s, that there will be a large 
turnout.

Set For Activation Next September

• THE UNIVERSITY’S NEW program In Slno-Sovlet studies will plunge Its toe into the 
water next September. Under the auspices of the School of Government, this Venture in high 
level, Integrated research and graduate teaching will begin operation under the coordination 
of Dr. Kurt London, one of the government’s top experts in problems of United States for- 
eign policy and the communist bloc. 

Dr. London, author of three 
books on foreign policy and 
ideological conflict, sees a 
dear need for a private re-

The need then, ache sees It, la 
to Integrate all we know about 
tha bloc through an Jnterdlseiplin- 1 
ary, area approach which unites 
the fields of political science, eco- 
nomics, geography, languages and 
history into a common front with 
the aim of formulating more effec- 
tive foreign policy. 

That a program with this pur- 
pose should be located in Wash- 
ington la logical.

w TOE INTERNlTY Boys Council 
last week voted unanimously to 
Investigate a serious problem con- 
fronting students; a problem which 
seems to have been overlooked by 
the thriftless Car call administra- 
tion. 

Gray Farout, president of the 
FBI, said that it had been brought 
to his attention that those ‘little 
wooden coffee stirrers that they 
serve in the Student Union have 
been disappearing too fast for 
normal consumption.” (Later the 
word consumption was removed 
from* the transcript of the JBC 
minutes as not being In the best 
taste when It appears in the same 
sentence as the Union.) A budget 
was set up to hire a staff of full- 
time investigators and several 
lawyers to prepare Indictments. 

Coincidentally with setting up 
the investigating committee Farout 
released the story to the Toma- 
hawk and presented an ultimatum 
to the administration and the fac- 
ulty. Senate. 

Dean Collin Petto released a 
memorandum defending the Uni- 
versity’s position. It read in part:
